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RITUALISM.

The editor of a magaxine published in & busy
little town to the eastward of us, In giving his
monlkly resume of religlons intelligence, says:
—Ritualizm s at present the nightmsre of the
Church, both sides of the water.” The term of
description wis happlly chosen; it may not be
fiattoring, but it is foreible and vivid, A year
sgo, this word “Rltualism™ was seldom spoken;
now It is on cvery one’s lipss The thing has
leaped inlo prominenee, and, like n nighlmare,
it sits upon the chests of Iaymaen and olerie,
oppressive, and impeding rospiration. It resem-
bles the nocturnal tormentor, also, by the
" yagueness of the terrors which it isspires, and
by the indieation of a waut of good digestion in
the viotims of its attack,
What & Bituallem? It would be hard to say.
A distinctlon must be drawn between the proper
meaning of the word and that which It bears at
this particular time. It was really a very use-
ful word, and 8 vyery harmless one. But of late
it has lost respeotabihity, and has become a
sinog expression, It means anything and every-
thing; it is used for parly purposes; W ix a
stigrua ixed by ngitators on whatever displenses
thelr tnsie or shocks thelr prejudices. And
hence, when wo are asked what Rituallsm is, or
what things are rituslistic, or who are ritualists,
we are at o loss how to reply—a previous ques
tion must be asked about the position of the
foquirer In the theologleal field. The unlucky
word Is bundied about, til! it must have lost all
perception of its own fdentity, Hence, we re-
epectiully decline the attempt to say what the
word "REitunhiem” means, as now merged and
lost in the ostegory of cant and slauggbut,
going back a twelvemonth or g0, aud getting
awny from the clamor of press and pulpit, we
will try, dispassionately, to arrange our
thoughts upon the subject suggested by this
much-nbused term.
Ritualism is the science of rites and ceremo,
nies in the Church, Perbaps the term might be
more widely spplied; it might be nseq, and is

used, of things bovoud the preeincts of reli-
glon, Nothing is more thoroughly ritualistic
than the military service, Read the United
Btates Army Regulations, and especially Article
XXXII, on "*Forms of Parade,” in proof of this
assertion, Or go to any member of the Masonic
Order, and you have found a ritualist, Still,
for ordinary purposes, we restrict the word to
religlon, and say that ritualism is the science
of satred rites and ordinances. The Church
has her doctrine, her government, and her
ceremonles; & oreed, a ministry, and rites;
these Jast form Lhe subject-matter of
the sclence of ritual.  Where there are no rites,
ordinances, or cerecmonies, there can be no
science thereol: but, be the religion what it
may, if it bave any rites, or even so much as
one, It Is 0 lar forth, aud, iu that respect,
ritualistic,

Now, sinee riles of some kind or other are
ound in all religions, and sinece religion of some
ind or other is lound wherever human beings
exist, and since there are many religions in the
wor!&, it might be supposed that the term, even
when used in an unobjectiousble and proper
way, must still remmin too vague a one for

racticnl discussion. This would be the case if
rhe religions ot the world were the invention of
men or the developments of human aspirations,
1f that were true, the subject of Ritualism might
be dismissed, or left to antignarians and stu-
dents of msthetics, a8 possessing only a tranment
interest, and holding in it no firé or light of
heavenly inspiration, But since, in our estimate
of religion, we differ froms the Rationalistic
echool, we shall proceed upon our own line

resenting conswderations which show thaf
Bltua.liam Is not a science without pringiples,
nor one al the very name of which we ought to
grow uneusy.

There 18, in human nature, & necessity to
worship. The impulze, however It came there,
is one that cannot be, aud vever has been, suc-
cessfully resisted, You cannot Keep men from
worshippisg; albeit they may worship they
know not what, still they must and will
worshiq.

Equally certaln is 1t that in worshipping they
are under o vecessity of uslug forms and rites
of some kind or other. It is of the order and
constitution of our nature that this should be
g0, Man is a compound being; the body and
gonl are knit together as one. An abatract
spiritual worship cannot be rendered by usin
our present state: it would not be the worship
of man, for mau 18 not an abstract spiritual io-
telligence. HExlernal forms are mdhgeensnuh- in
our worship while we ave in the body. The
true worshipper will worship **in spirit and n
truth;” he will [aléo express that worsuip in
word, in sot, in posture; he will offer his sub-
stauce and his goods, The body and the gpinit
must consent together before the man, woo 18
body, toul, aud spirit in one, can be truly said
io worship.

But Goe has not lebhmen to find out religions
for themselves, He has given them a revels-
tion. Jn other words, he has taught them what
to worship, and whom to worship, in showing
them Himeelt,

And as He has revealed to them the object of
worghip, #0 has He lnid down certain princi-
ples respecting the mannper of that worship
which they are to render unto Him, Bome
brogd, bold outlines of ritual and cere-

At this point m our refléctions, two strange
opinions must be noticed. The bret Iy hils:

no beauty, loim, or comeliness ab law, And
the mc-eud opinion s, that this new rellgion,
atter continuing » Nttle while in & garh of abso-
lute plalnness, and with scarce 80 much as a
rite or & ceremony of any kind, beyond . mere
initintory ablution, and & weokly meul In com-
mon, suddenly wearying of mm[»tl'fr_-.ty. entered
upon & bud course, and took ocopying the
tites and services of that Paganism which it had
destroyed; notil it became, within o very shart
time, fo unlike what e founder intended, thay
ono ¢onld herdly concelve that It wos the same
system.
To say that these opinions are strange, is to
speak wildly ; they are without foundationn fact,
and were born of the spirit of religious con-
troyersy. We shall oppose to them proposi-
fious which are deemed to be unmulf:ble on
historie grounds, however loth men may be w
aceept them, as contradicting thelr strongest
prepogsessions and thetr most weetly cherished
#nd most tenderly nurtured theorles,
For, looking to the facts of history, 11 1¢ clear,
first, thut the leading features of Divine worship
wmesed over frem the old system into the new,
be bloody sacridices, together with eirgum-
cleion, which wae a rite of blood, and, in 11a
own way, sacrifieinl, disappeared forever: but
that truth which tlw{ implied continued to be
presented In vigible forms and with ceremonios
resemibling these ol the aucient Dispensation. A
great deul of the old kingdom Jived on, and was
prolonged into and preserved inthe new. Io their
goneral arrapgement, the Christiun churches
reminded men of the Tewple at Jerusalem; n
priesthood «till  remained, spd A sacrilice,
spiritunl and unbloody, yet renl and troe; the
salme were still chunted, vestments were worn,
ights and incense did not cense to be wsed,
Nor can It be sald with any truth, that Chris.
tianity copied from Paganism, On the contrary,
the rites of Paganlsm were but corrupt imita-
tions of ordinances divinely established in the
world, Whoatever of truth there was in the reli-
glon of Paganlsm, came, 05 we think, from the
primitive reyelation, impertectly comprehended,
and obscured through transmission by rreguiar
mweans; and ns it was with doetrines, so was it
with ¢eremonies: the nations ol the world were
not inventors so much as bad copyists, the
degraded disciples of a noble school. Chris-
tianity pregerved much of thal clder system,
a knowledge of whose priuciples was widely
sprend among the Gentiles; and the allega-
tion that she copled Paganism belrays an
inversion of view which prejudice may
explain but does not justify. he beauty,
majeaty, and grandear of the old Ritoal
were not meant to perish forever. Thut Ritual,
in its general outlines, wag shown to Moses in
the Mount, The *“‘places made with hands,”’
and all the acts performed in them, were
“feures of the true” and symbols of neatenlﬂ
verities, And such a system, purged of a
bloody and uuspiritusl teatures, would still be
the most Ef.““‘ type of eternal things, and
therefore best asdapted to symbolize them.
When the vell is lifted by an apostle and evan-
gelist, and we are permitted to look upward and
admire the worship of heaven, the leatures are
the same: we see again the golden altar, the
mceense, the white-xobed minlstrants, the
crowns, the palms, the chants, the bowings and

ostrations, The Christian Dispensation s
ounded, on the one side, by the magnilicent
Ritualism of lsrael, and on the other by the
analogous and not less glowing Ritualism of
heaven, Who wounld expect to find between
these extremes, as \he aoletype of the former
and the precursor of the latter, no-
thizg but balduess and dryness, and a
formleas, colorless, and ‘chilly. blank
of nbstract spiritunlism? Which fdts in most
harmonionsly between such a past and such a
future? u system whose ceremomes and ordi-
nances correspond in general with the visible
beauty on either band, or one which has no
ritual worthy of the pame, no temples, no
allurs, po vestments, no lghts, wor color, nor
concourse of sweet sonnds, nor anght t¢ charm
the sepse or kindle the impgination !

Such are our general principles: let them be
recapitulated.,

Ritunlism is the splemee of rites and ordi.
nances in religion,

Man must worship; he muost worship throuch
forme and by their help, The forms of any
religion constitute its ritnal.

God is Lhe Autbor of religion; He taught us
whom to worship and how to worship.

The earliest records show that formal worship
was offered by men under the direction of
Almighty God.

Down to the time when Christ came, there
were fn the world a oreed taught by the Lord,
und a mode of worship prescribhd by Him,
These were preserved by & peculiar people,
elected for that purpose, as trastees of the reve-
latiop, The partial trutbs held among the
nutions were glimmering and broken lehis of
that great gentral flame; and thelr rites, su far
a8 there was any Gtness In them, were imita-
tions of what God had enjoined from the be-
ginning,

With the incarn stion and advent of the Son
ol God, there came a eclearer light and a new
dispepsation; but the truths were the same,
and the broad traditions of ritnal remained
uvichenged, What had ceased 1o be ugefal
was albtogeted: what is of perpetual value res
mained,

And beyond; this world, where the heavenly
glory shines, the same general outifoes of
doctrine and worship have beea disclosed to
ug, perpetuated fn the acelamations, the songs,
and the ceremonial performanoe which never
cease aronnd the throme of God and of the
.amb,

Haviog stated the principles of Ritualism, &
few remarks muost be added vpou the history of
the question within the Christinn era.

For fifteen hundred years there was no ritnals
Istlc coutroversy deservivg the name, o genes
ral features Divine worship was the same
throuchout the world, But errors and abuses
crept into the Church,’and these became sym-
bollzed in novel rites and practices, by which
ritual became, in some respects, deafed and
corrupted. And these acoretions grew until
they obscurcd the majestic simpligity and
benuty of the ordinances of the new dispansa~
tion, and became so mizxed up with them as o
make it diflicalt to discern between the true
and the false,

Then came the Relormatiod, in the sixteenth
cenLury,

That movement did not affect the eagtern
portions of Clhristendom; in Greece and Hussin
\he old waditions may be traced, allhough
under & lond of useless ceremonies, with olear-
ness, biek to the commencement of the Chris.
tian era; there, where least distirbunec bas
occurred, the trunsmission of ideas from the
former 1o the latter dispenantion ia most evident.

But in the West the Reformation took dif-
ferent Hoes in different places, Like every
great movement, it had ats conservalives aud Its
radioals.

Thepolicy of the conservatives was to retain
atl that had in 118 1&vor s truly Catbolic pre-
scription and an anclent traditfonsl nae,  But
the radicals mimed 8t destroying the whole
existing system and setting wp'a new ope In its
place; théy made war, therefore, on the Ritual
of Welr day, apd were for AWeeping 1t pway

Looking about the world we see, in the epst-
eru part of Christendom, sa ancieat ritual in

véry orpfte, very §ymbolionl, and foll of

:sier:-g of the worship of the old Chureh
Terafl; the mitre, the iwonostadiy, he voll, the
Inmpe, ine incense, are direey heirlooms from

hat yooerable pust, In the west, the Roman
Ca Ohristinne exhibit in thelr riwal a
wystom esrentinlly modifled by later ldeas, sud
expreseing the “dofmibs  which by degroes
have scoumulnted around tneir suolent and
gnoe pure creed. The Lutherans, who, in
thelr gacramentsl poslton ocoupy oconseryative
pround, have enough of the oxtervals of war-
ship 1o express their unity with the great his-
torie of Christendom; among the oma-
monts ol their aliare are the orueitx and rhe
candlos, and thelr elergymen offieinte in rich
vestmeots; 8o that to the ordinary spestator
there seems o be but ttle differenee belwesn
their useand the Roman, The Calvinlstie com-
munities, on the contrary, wflaot & simplicity
pnever koown before then day, as the deli 16
choloe of rellgicus men, and therelore without
historie precedent to 2umiy it. These commu-
nitior, intensely antixitualistio, have pever
censed to propagate their views, and have laken
advuntage of every opportunity to seek or insist
on the concurrence of other Christinns In what
they decmed cswentisl to the purity of religion.
The people who have suilered mosi from their
interference are the Englian, A brief reviow of
1he Mstory of the Church of England will show
ibe origin and scope of the controversy which
al present disteacts it and to which I8 to be
nscribed that “nightmare” referted to before,

The movement ol the Reformation In England
was o the most cautiovely conservatlve chan-
nel, What they almed ot wie, to retain all thint
was truly Catholle and 10 reject only what wss
distiuetively Homan, The Ritual was revised
on 1hat principle, avd the dedired result was
atlained In the services prezeribed In what is
known historioally as the *'First Book of
Edward VI,” a volume presenling prohably
the wost perfeot specimen of A Reformed Cat*io-
lie Liturgy that bns over nppearcd. I that
book could have remuined intact, n great deal
ol quarrélling would huve been saved, and vhe
Church of England would have been spared
muny of her sorest logses and afllictions,

But the Unlvinists, thote enrnest and dauntlos
prnra andiste of ecclesiastical and liturgical
radicallsm, found in England a field for the
exerciee of thelr vocation; and, crossing the
chunnel, they set (heir uveighbors in a fer-
ment, deolaring that the Helormation had not
gone fur enough, and calllvg lor & revision of
the Liturgy as alrendy revieed, Nor wers their
eflorts thrown away; for within two or three
years there was put 1orth a ‘Second Book,” dis-
placing the former, and very inferiar to it in
every particular, if universal custom is taken as
the standard ol comparison, Duaring the brief
reign of Queen Mary, the course of the radicul
development was stopped; snd vpon the acces-
sion of Elizabeth It became evident that s con-
gervalive repclion bad tuken place, At this
critical moment a compromise was tacitly agreed
to. The **Second Book of Edward VI was
tiken as the basie of nnew “Book of Common
Prayer,” while the orpsments of the churches
and clergy, including ultar orosses, candles, the
vestments known as the aib, tunicle, chasuble,
and cope, and the pastoral staff, with
other less flnnonnnt objectls, were ordered to
Jemain m use, By degrees, however,
those ornamenis have been gnuerall,v laid aside,
Within the last few years their use, always Jaw-
ful, has bieen revived, and is extending. The
sooulled “Ritualists” claim the right 1o obey
their own laws, and to employ what the “Eng-
lish Prayer-Book” not only allows but enjoins,
The uoti-ritualists, however, denounce such a
proceeding as innovating aed revolutionary,
malntain that a thing in becoming obsolete be-
comes practically illegal, and institute actions
against their brethren to debar them from com-
plylog with the rubrics which they bhave sworn
to follow. Under these circumstances It is not
surprising that the Ritunhsts grow daily
sironger, since they have on their side not only
the weight of general use and authority through-
out Ohristendom, but also the express sanction
of their own branch of the Chorch. Nor is it
strange that the antl-rilualists should strenu-
ously oppose them by every means at hand,
since they are the dircet Inheritors of those
views and feelings which formed ‘The 1nspira-
tion of tbe rad’cals of the sixteenth century,

Of the bearing of this subject on the Prolestant
Eplscopal Church in the United Btates, there s
not epace to write o full, There has been no
legislation as yet on the question in controversy.
Only eighty-two yeurs huve elapsed since the
pret American Blshop was consecrated: those
rears bave been lormative, nsages and customs

ave been undergoing continunl changes, aud
men have been feeling thelr way, under circums-
gtances jun which since the time of Conswnntine
po national branch of the Catholic Church has
been placed. American churchmen do not,
however, regard their condition as chaotic; nor
ae that of persons haviog full license to do what
they choose in the premises, They profess
respeet for (a) truly Cavholle and Apostolic
usages; (b), AungloCatliohic law, custom, and
rmct.lw-. 'I‘hese. in the absence of direct legis.
ation, seem to be the safe and reasonable limits
of that frecdom which they enjoy and value,

8till, 1be tendency among them I5 to wards an
Inerensed attention to beauty sné decorum, bm-
pressiveness, and msthetie accessories, in Divive
worship. The same tendency is seen in all other
religious bodws; 1tbe Presbyterians, the Congre-
gationaliste, the Buplists, build splendid Gothic
churches, and Jdecorsle them in  polychrome;
the Unitarinns employ the gable and spire cross;
even the Methodists erect their stately ma' ble
temples and name Lhem after enints, The organ,
the chant, the stained #lass windows, the flows
€18 profuesely used in decoration, no longer be-
long to apy one denowination, but are gladly
employed by all.  The sipns are everywhere
sbout us of arelurn to common sense, and a
revolt from prejudices which have wrought
damage 10 religion, The movements in the
Eplscopal Church have thieir counterpart on
eyery side of her; they belong to an age which
is growing out of swaddling olothes, and look-
ing with lexgerund clearer ¢yes on social and
religions problems,

To conclude these observations, which have,
of course, been discersive and hurried, we swate
ag follows the practical results ol thought and
abzervation:—

First. There must be ritual of some kind
where there 1s religion,

Second, There is the clearest argumeut from
Holy Scripture and ecclesiastical history in
tavor of & beaotiiul aod lmpreseive ritualism as
% powerlul neeney ou men lor their good,

Third. SBuch ritoahism must be u tenchier; it
must symbolize something, and express s lorei-
bly as possible what it symbolizes: a ritualism
vsed without s meaning and representing no
truth which the intellect com grasp s but &
plece of trifling and & sham,

Fourth. Ritoal must teach truth; pure, un-
pdulterated truth; God's truoth, which He has
revealed to men, _

Fifth. People should try to discuss the subiect
with calmness; they sbould not look st itina
party light; they had better keep clear of the
agirators, whose alm it Is lo exclie vague fears
and aflright the uninstructed with awtnl dis-
closures of conspiracy against the simplicity ol
their fulth and the purivy of their worship: and
eipecially ehould they remember that thece is o
nu’Bvrum on in defect as well as oue In excess,

pis Jast obeservition suggesis an occurrence,
with mention of which we will make an end,
Some fen years ago, in one of the leading
